I.ady St. Leo- 
iinrds has bet'ii niiiirifd foriil>oiil cii^'ht 
yertr.s, duriu^' I lit; lii.si tlim' of wliirli 
bIio bus lived ii])urt lidin lier iiu.slj;uul, 
wliose conduce towarcU her .sin; liud 
boeii unable to tuloniti;. As the lady 
lies a competent fortuu'? and his lord- 
ship' is notoriously iin|)ncuiiiou.s, lie 
made numerous uflbrt.s to induce her to 
return to him, and al la.st rcsorti'd to 
tlie procoHs of [ilfudiiiL; al law for a 
rcHtitution of coiijii;;al rights. 'J'hc re- 
sult of this action if uiiopjiosed would 
Lavo been tliat Lady St. Leonards 
would liHvi: been forced to return to 
the roof nf a man, whoin wiih reason 
filie dialiliuH. She, ho^vever, n\d:ls a 
few inquiiies into bin eomUict iliiriii;,' 
his libseiM-e, (ileti It petition ill the l)i- 
vorco Court and |irocured a decree of 
judicial M panttion.

By the way, has Keen sinL;ularly uii 
fortunate. The late Lord [joiisdali' 
managed by tli'_- most reckle.'.s extrava- 
gance in five years, to reduce serious 
ly a pincely iiicoiiie, ami died at six 
and twenty, simply from the efTects of 
hard living. The third brother, the 
Hon. Charles Lowther, now heir pre- 
samptivo to the title, is marr?&d, to say 
the least of it, imlisi rootly; but against 
the present l'!!iir! nothing lievomi 
travagance has ever been alleged. 
When his father died, Lord Ijonsdale, 
then tlie lion. Hugh Lowther, fouml 
that his portion was I'.'iOjOOO, or, 
roughly speaking .f2000 a year, ami 
almost his first exjires^ion u us "i i'U'.Hj 
a year ! Shan't attenipt to live on 
i/'2000 a year. " And to do him jus- 
tice, he did not aiteinpt it ; for wlien 
some three years ago ho nnirried I,ady 
Grace Gordon, everyom; wondered 
that the Marchioness of Huntlev, one 
of the most successful mate'n makers in 
the kingdom, should have given her 
daughter to a man who was practically 
peaniless.

actor, ligurc'l coiispicu jusly. The la 
dy is now Mrs. Sugden. Less than 
two year.i since ho married again, and 
this time secured a prize in the lottery, 
for he carried oil' tlie dau;;litei' of Mr. 
Bischollshcim, the well Iciiown liaiikcr 
and financier. As one result of this 
match he was abb; the other tlay to 
give i; 150,000 for the Leicestershire 
estates of the ruined Karl of Alesford. 
Three year ago he was assistant editor 
of Viinili/ Fair.

Mr. Shakuspuaro moved for copies of 
correspondence between the Dominion 
and British Columbia governments re- 
specting immigration to British Colum- 
bia. He stated that ho found that no 
part of tho grant mado aniuially for tho 
purpose of oncoiiraijing immigration went 
to liritish Columbia, yut that province 
contributed largely to tho revenue, and 
was entitled to some iL'^'roe of rec<igiii- 
tion friun the Dominion. U'haf British 
Columbia iicodod very badly wa.i iiiinii- 
urant.s. It wanteil men upon its farms. 
It wauled men in it.s industries. It want- 
ed men uiion its railways. This siminier 
hubeliuved the I'aeitic railway coulil em- 
[)loy 2000 men, if it could but get them. 
(Hoar, hoax.) One honorable gentleman 
holding a high position in tho houso, had 
laid that British Columbia was a sea of 
mountains. Well, there were a ;.;roat 
many mountains, but they were moun- 
tains of wealth of Milver, of eo[)]ior, and 
of gold. Tho more British Columbia bo- 
camo known, the greater would bo the 
astoniahment of the jieoplo of tho Dom- 
inion at the tactics of tho govornmout in 
not at an earlier dato making elForts to 
develop it. The piMiplo of Washington 

rritory had thoir agents in San Kran- 
c SCO and in various parts of tho States. 
Their pamphlets and ma[)s doacriptivo of 
the Country wiuo di.stributed wherever 
possible, and the result of this was that 
nearly every sliii) leaving; .San Fraiu'iHco 
for the north wa.s crowded u ith eniij^raiits 
tor Wa.ihiiigton Territory. li was, liow- 
evor, soUi-ui; ilial eniii,'rauts found thoir 
way to British Columbia, and tliat not 
witlist.indtng that tho province offered 
bettor oppfirtuiiities and a finor climate 
than any (Jther portion of the Doniiiiion. 
It was a.-itiou-ihiuf,' what an amount of iy- 
uoraiice pro ailod in this [lart i f tho l)o- 
inii ion re^iardio^; that |iri'viiiCi.>. .S^nie 
people aeeniciJ to imat;iiH' that tho eoun 
try was noar China. Probably this was 
b»-caii80 they hoard that so many China 
men — men w hose preaonof was dotrinien- 
lal to tho iiiti-rcht- .fa civi!i-/cd com 

louniiy ■ woio t !...ro. Otliora h id .ipi.lieil 
to the governiuont for pamplilvls de,"criii- 
live of tho pruviuee, but while there were 
[ilenty of pamphlets lobe had about .Man- 
itoba, thuro were none to bo had about 
British Columbia. It was in view of the 
absoncu of information about this prov 
nice, of thi^ great opi-tiinga whicii the 
iirnvince ( li'or-, ,1 for ininugraiit.s, and of 
the neceH.iity f' r oii^aniied efToit to in- 
cieaso its population, that he brought 
tho subject luider the notice of tho 
houso. (.-Vpplanse.) 

.Mr. Baker (Victoria, B. C. ) seconded 
tin; motion. In doing .?o, ho remarked 
I'l it Prini'o Edward Island wa.s claimed to 
1 o the pet child of the DiuniniMii, TliL.u(^'h 
there might be i^rounds for this claim, it 
Ci'uld nut be truthfully said lh.->t Bnti.sh 
Columbia wa.i the spoiled child of the 
Dominion. British ('olumbians were 
anxious tn have a large imnii<;ratioii, not 
from the Flowery Kiniidom— ( hoi'^htor) - 
but from aliri'ad aiel fr 'in thoidder pro 
vinces. Tho local ^o i\ rrn iiii-ii'. was t.-ikiiiL; 
action in tho m.-uter, and if the Duininion 
tlo'Vernmenl wouhi j;ivo the province 
some of the crumbs which fall from the 
rich man's table, the po(Jiilo woiiUl bo 
grateful. 

Mr. Homer said that immigration from 

Europe Io British Coiuinbi.-i would not 
oidy add very much to the permanent 
Settlement of iho country, lull would ma- 
terially increase the revenue. The greater 
value of white immigration over that 
from China was well known. 

Mr. (ioidoii said a lart,'u numhor of iui 
migrants of desirable classes, .such as mi 
net's, lumberinen and iirtisans of various 
braii'-he.-i, would liiid re.n.iy eiiiployinent 
in British Coluinbia. It was those classes 
of iinniigraiitB of European erigin that 
British Columbia wanted. It was oerier- 
-ally eatiiiiatiMi tb:it < no such immigrant 
was Worth luio tleiu.-;,-iiid Chin.imeu m ad- 
ding to the niatiui;il wealth of tho coun- 
try. The resiiii'iils of that province wi-re 
curious to know why iluy ucro e.\cliiili-d 
from the benefits of the eHnrts made liy 
the government to invite iinini^rai ■ iH t, 
the Dominion, which were enjiM d by 
the other provincs. He hopod thi- need 
Mt bel HT 1-iiul regulati.in in Brit i.di I 'ol- 
iiinbi'i w Id .0:10 l eceive tho a I lent |. ui of 
the Lt.ivernnu'iit. 

Sir .Io|;n .Macdoii.-ild said the whole 
subject of immigration would no doubt 
! !■ ili.seussed when the eseiinatos were ho- 
f.ire tho house. Ho might say though, 
that as a gtuieral rule the di'pnrtiiu-ut of 
agriculture priiicip.iUy confined ita elbirt.-< 
ti: a.'..si.itinj,' emigrants from the older 
couutnes to our shores, and emigrants 
leaviii^' I'^ur<jpu generally made up their 
minds as to what province they wore go 
ing to before they left their native coun- 
try. .-Va regarded tho dislributicn of in- 
formation re.ipectin^' the ca]i.-ibilit ie-< of 
the older [jrovmce.-'., tlu' primary duty iij 
thai regard re^tell with tho provincial 
governmentH. Those governments t'Wiiod 
the land. They could dispone of that 
l.iiul aa ilioy tloio;,dit proper, with the au- 
lliority of thoir r>-a;jer;ive I(';,'islaturc9, 
and ihfy al-uio couM pro] crly de.sci-ibe 
ibi- iiidoci nients tlu-ir provinces ollcioil 
Lm .«i;t tiers. Tho |iriuiaiy .ilep luu.-it bi- 
taken in all lh".si; pr'ivmees by the pro 
viiiceH themselves, and tho Doiuiuion 
governiQoiit could oii'y be called up>-n to 
aid the.ie pr'i^iiices lu their o.\(-ri!..ni. It 
was iruij th.it there h;ol lic(-n no a|ieciljc 
otfi'rt lu aid iiiHiiior,iti..n to British Co- 
lumbia, but he Was not awaro that the 
government of that proviuco h.id itself 
taken any steps lownriU pi onii'ting immi- 
gration. He d:d ii t kmn that that pro 
vmee liaii ayeiit-! in Europe, in the United 
Stat, s, or any whore. The initiative in 
iio.kiiii; the i-e3..uico.i (f Iho province 
knouii iiiu.st re.st -mh them, and this 
jjovernmenl would, with tho sanction of 
parliament , aid any eir.irl lhat might bo 
in.ule by tlie pr.'vnice. It waa not lo bu 
fjrgotten though that CiUiad.i had al- 
ready voted a considerable sum for the 
[jronioti'in of iniiuigr.ition into Biitii-.;! 
Columbia. T " o ; y fi ve ni il 1 ion ncr.'s ot 
land and .^'J.o.ii'JD.i'i'it.t had been appi-.. pri- 
med for the purp.ii.e of 1. iiWing a rail 
tt ay to '!ial pi-ovinco, and when it wa-^ 
compleltd immigration miijhl be 
peeled to follow. Tho Chinese question , 
to which referenco had been made, was 
certainly an important one, and he had 
no doubt his h.inorabh! frioiid (Mr. 
Shakespeare) w.iuld pres.s il upon tho 
consideration of Parliament before pro- 
rogation. It was a very serious questirni 
ono that c.nibi not be ov.uated , ono that 
could not b.. iieg!e''l.:-d, Itj consoquences 
to Brilirih C..Uiiirto.i iiuiht be c. uisiderod. 
Its cjiiaeijuencos to tho eittern provinces 
iQunt bo cousidorod. .Some principle 
must bo laid down with rofurenca to it, 
aud that principle must be carried into 
practice.
